FOUND DEAD IN BEDROOM 



Mr. Horenberg is a Well Known Man and 

Hts Death Will be a Great Shock to 
the People of the County 



Lake county people will be shocked 
to hear of the death Saturday eveninf? 
Nov. 2, about 7 o'clock of John Horen- 
berger, one of the beat known men in 
Lake county, residing at Half Day. 

His death was due to diphtheria and 
his -little 7 year old son now lies in a 
dangerous condition with the same 
trouble and fears are held that he may 
not aurvive.. The fact that the little 
son of Wm. Buck on a farm near Half 
Day has diphtheria and that the Horen- 
berger lad visited him last week leads 
to the conclusion thai the Horenbergera 
both father and son, likely contracted 
the dangerous ailment at the Buck 
place. 

The death of Mr. Horenberger was 
very sudden, unexpected and an aston- 
ishing shock to his friends and family. 
He had been up and about his place 
during the day. He began to feel bad> 
ly in the early evening and then went 
upstairs to his room in the famous 
roadhouse at the northwest corner of 
the main roads at Half Day, a building 
which has attracted much attention 
through its attractive blue paint which 
made it distinctive. ' 

About 7 o'clock his bartender, John 
Welte, went upstairs to see what kept 
his employer there so long, and accord- 
ing to one report, when he shoved open 
the door, it opened hard and he felt 
something drop; getting inside, he 
found Mr. Horenberger lying dead on 
the floor and the conclusion of friends 
and relatives was that Mr. Horenber- 
ger, being attacked with a choking 
feeling had started for the door to get 
help and reaching it had choked as ho 
stood with his hands on the door, falling 
against it in such a way that he literal- 
ly barricaded it in death and when his 
hired man arrived it was necessary to 
shove the body aside in order to enter 
the room. 

Another report is that the victim was 
merely lying on the floor where he had 
fallen after making a vain elTort to 
reach the dogr and call for help. At 
any" rate he was dead when his man 
arrived and therefore his death 
shocking. 

Mr. Horenberger was 40 years and 
leaves a wife and two sons. Because 
^)f the nature of the disease, Mr. Hor- 
enbergor'a body was not kept long and 
burial took place Sunday afternoon at 
Korthfield cemetery.

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HAS NARROW ESCAPE 

Dr. L. E, Thomas is Saved Prom Drowning 
in Loke Michigan 

Dr. Thomas had u narrow 
from drowning Friday in Lake 
gan when his 22 foot gasoline 
was swamped by a surf in the 
boson of the harbor. 

He was rescued from the sinking 
boat by E. C. Tewes, first assistant 
light house keeper. 

The boat had disappeared beneath 
the surface of the water and the well 
known dentist's head and shoulders 
were alone visible, when Tewes reach- 
ed the scene of the accident He at 
once grabbed Dr. Thomas by one arm 
and pulled him into his surf boat 

In the meantime the small boat had 
turned broadside of the sea and was 
rapidly filling with water. A big 
breaker struck ihe small boat when it 
was within 200 feet of the shore line; 
and both men were ejected m the boil- 
ing surf. The water- was only waist 
deep and both men succeeded in reach- 
ing the shore. Both were badly drench- 
ed but otherwise escaped injury. 

When the .breaker struck the row 
boat, John Kracht second assistant 
light house keeper, jumped into a boat 
and started out to save his companions. 

The boat he discovered, was without 
oar-locks, and was piled high and dry 
on the beach by the first breaker. 
. Waukegan hijs two light house keep- 
ers who are willing to risk their lives 
by drowriing to save others. E. C, 
Tewes. the hero of the; disatter, is t a 
best oarsmen on Lake Michigan. On 
many occasaions during the many years 
he has followed the lakes, has he pull- 
ed an oar of a life boat sent out 
rescue men from sinking vessels. 

There is no question but what 
Thomas would have been drowned 
not Tewes went to hi? rescue, 
doctor could never have battled 
surf and gained the shore.

Tho vonMct. reached after five 
hours and ono minute of doliheratlona. 
cnmo as a startling surprlye to every- 
body who has followed the case and 
to nil who have watched for years tho 
conduct of prosecutions against wom- 
en for capital offenses. 

"It has been so long since a white 
•woman was convicted on a murder 
charge In Cook county." said Judge 
Cooper, "that I cannot remember tho 
Inst casfl that reaulted that way. It 
must have been something like Iwen- 
ty years ago." 

Judge Cooper received the verdict 
for Judge Wlndes. who has been 
hearing the case and who was so 
jvenrled with the prolonged trial that 
ho felt unequal to the added strain of 
^N'altlng for the result.

Martin H. Donahue, war correspon- 
dont of tho London Chronicle, In tho 
guise of a medical assistant of tho Red 
Cross workers, wltnoasod the terrible 
battle In Throco, resulting In one ot 
tho most disastrous defeats known to 
modern warfare. To escape tho Turk- 
ish censors Mr. Donahue sent hia 
Btory by automobile from Thorfu to 
Constantinople, ond from there by 
boat to Constanza, Roumanla, from 
where It wob cabled to London. Hla 
■tory of the battle Is as follows: 

"Irrevocable disaster has broken 
tho Turkish army. It has suffered an 
appalling defeat. This has been fol- 
lowed by confusion and a rout for 
which there Is scarcely a parallel In 
history— a rout which In Its later 
BtagGB degenerated Into a wild panic, 
a Btnmpedo, which communicated It- 
Mlf to tho whole lighting force. 

••Ab I am writing thia dispatch tho 
army corps forming Abdullah Pasha's 
Bplendld army He battered and deci- 
mated, and the Uefenslvo lines have 
fled" pell-mell before tho advancing 
Bulgarians. 

Defeat Is Like Sedan. 
"It has been the most complete mili- 
tary disaster since Mukden, the great- 
est debaclo elnco Sedan. Forty thou- 
Band men, tho fiower of the Turkish 
troops, have fallen, while Abdullah 
Pasha himself narrowly escaped their 
fate. Seventy-flvo per cent of his 
artillery was captured. His men 
seemed to melt away Uko enow before 
tho summer sun. 

"After the disintegration began It 
Mon became general; brigades dls- 
) solved into regiments, roglmenU Into 
companies, and tho companies bo- 
came small groups until al cohesion 
disappeared and tho demoralization 
became complete. By handfuls tho 
remnniita of the army have found 
their way back to Tchorlu, the Bul- 
garian artillery cruelly harassing 
them, mowing them down In thou- 

BXUldS. 

"For a like disaster one la com- 
pelled to turn to Napoleon'a memor- 
able retreat from Moscow. 

"The Bulgarians, advancing In largo 
numbers, strongly eupported by their 
artillery, speedily drove back tho 
Turks, who retired In tho direction of 
Lule Burgas. Throughout the terri- 
ble fighting tho superiority of tho Bul- 
1 garlan artillery was pronounced, Tho 
■^ I'urka wero unable to stand the mur- 
derous fire and withdrew slowly. 

"The gunners being dead and a ma- 
jority of tho horses being killed, tho 
artUelry was forced to abandon guns 
to the enemy. Tho Bulgarians, who 
displayed extraordinary energy. preB"a- 
«d forward, determined to make tho 
most of their advantage. 

Shelled From Lule Burgas. 
"By the afternoon the Bulgarians 
had shelled the Turks out of Lulo Bur- 
gas, 

"Fortunately the Inhabitants bad 
fled and the loss of life among non- 
combatants was small. Having ef- 
fectually silenced the Are of the Turks, 
the . Bulgarians launched on Infantry 
attack, which stormed the town at the 
point of the bayonet 

"The greater part of the Turkish 
garrison had already withdrawn, but 
the men of the rear guard were 
.caught like rats In a trap. Tho sol- 
diers of tho fourth corps, although 
. they had been without food for two 
days, offered a stubborn but. unavail- 
ing resistance. They died to a man. 
Sees Troops Slaughtered. 
"Tho Turkish commander In chief 
had watched the fight from the heights 
near tho village of Satlkeul, due east 
of Lule Burgas. As ho observed tho 
Turkish artillery and Infantry being 
mowed- down, hlB faco grew grave. 
The Turkish artillery had from tho 
beginning been poorly supplied with 
ommiinltlon. What It had was practic- 
ally expended In the morning fight, 
and now many gunnora stood around 
the eippty limbers with folded arms. 

"Unable to reply to tho Bulgarian 
fire they awaited death, which camo 
Bwiftly, with truo Ottoman courage. 

"Along the whole Turkish front the 
troopa wero harrosaod by a terrible 



flro. As ttmo wont on U became sim- 
ply a carnage, men falling In hundreds. 
Tho morale of tho troops was com- 
pletely destroyed by tho appalling 
shell fire. Whon night closed In on 
tho dcclmatod Turk» It brought only 
a short rosptto to Abdullah Pasha's 
army from shot and shell. Tho men 
badly needed sleep and food, but the 
Turkish commissariat was nonex- 
istent. 

Chase Starving Turke. 
"No food was there ond sleep was 
ImpoBSlblo, OB the pursuing BulgarlanB 
wero endowed with relonlleHS force 
and energy. Turkish dead and wound- 
td lay ovorywhoro and encumbered 
tho ground In all directions. 

"Surgeons wore few and ambulances 
abflolutely none. The dead lay where 
they had fallen. Somo attempt was 
mode to remove and succor tho wound- 
ed, but the greater portion perished 
mlflerobly In tho bitter cold of tho 
night. 

"For an hour tho retreat was In 
good order, but flubBcquenlly, pressed 
by tho masa, behind, the vanguard 
speedily lost all ncmblance to on or- 
ganized army. Tho men abandoned 
havorsackB and rifles, all equipment. 
"Two hours after sunrise tho Bul- 
garians obtained Information of what 
was happening In tho ranks of Abdul- 
Inh Pnshn's nr^y and started In pur- 
ault. Thenceforward thn retreat was 
a disorderly rout SaklzWj waa Bpeed- 
Ily occupied by the Bulgarians, prac- 
tically without a shot being flred. Tho 
Turks' baggage, guns, equipment and 
oU their military storoB fell into the 
hands of tho Bulgarians. • 

Tries to Flank Bulgars, 
"Tho only ray of hope throughout- 
tho long and bitter day of dlsaater 
and death was ohUlnsd by tho par- 
tial success of the rlRht wing, under 
Mukhtar Pasha. Whllo tho left wing 
and tho center were being fiercely 
assailed Mukhtar Pasha, under tho or- 
ders of Abdullah Pasha, essayed a coun- 
ter attack. The Turkish tight sought 
to turn tho Bulgarian left and there 
was desperate fighting between Mukh- 
tar Pasha'B troopa and tho Bnlgars on 
iBtrandja Heights untU night closed 

"On Wednesday tho WJl strength of 
tho Bulgarian . army wos hurled 
against tho Turkish left, It being tho 
weakest point of tho entire defensive 
lino, Abdullah Pasha's lOises hod been 
enormous and tho Bulgariana wero 
determined to force the Turkish left 
center at any cost In this effort a 
feehlo reply wob made by the Turkish 
artillery, and efforts wero made to 
send munitions and provisions to the 
threatened flank, Tho transportation 
-was Inefliclent, and no food forthcom- 
ing for the- starving, rapidly dwindling 
army fighting for Its life, fresh ground 
was again and again conceded, and tho 
First corpa, which had been holding 
on grimly In tho neighborhood of Tuk- 
bej on tho northeast of Lulo Burgaa. 
was driven out early on Wednesday 
afternoon. Its retreat eastward strowr 
with dead and dying. 

"Disaulotlng news continued to 
reach Abdullah Pasha from tho hai^ 
ossed Second corps at Burmar Hat- 

Bar. 

"Its commander Implored Abdullah 
Pasha to send reinforcements and 
ammunition, saying that ho hod flome 
to his last cartridges, and his maga- 
zines were empty. 

Wounded Are Unaided. 
"The ambulance wagons hod brok- 
en down, tho horses being missing or 
shot Consequently those wounded 
who could walk wero loft to shift for 
themselves, limping forward, usually 
with gaping shell wounds In the head 
or upper part of tho body. Seventy- 
flvo per cent of tho wounded hod been 
hit by shrapnel. This bears out elo- 
quent testimony to the murderous 
preclfllon of tho Bulgarian artillery. 

"In tho darkness of tho night, the 
Turkish commander pursued hla ^ay 
toward Karisolrlan, a small village ten 
miles to tho southeast, of his old head- 
quarters, In the vain hopo of yet sav- 
ing his army by stemming the reixeat 
of tho center. 

"Abdullah Pasha may have been ac- 
tuated by tho best Intention, bu'. hla 
action WOB the worst poaalblo step, 
and It brought disaster. The cflmox 
camo at three o'clock on Thui-^day 
morning. When the Turkish loft wing 
loomed of tho dlaappeorance of Its 
commander It needed lUtlo for the 
panic-stricken aoldler to flro hla rifle 
and shout 'Bulgarians coming* to 
complete tho confusion. 

Army's Fate Settled, 
"Chaos reigned. The general cry of 
•Sauvo qui peuf followed. In tho dark- 
ness of tho wintry morning the whole 
army broke away and made a concert- 
ed bolt for tho road leading to the 
rear. Horses, stores, arms, everything 
was abandoned. Oflleofs mixed pell- 
mell with tho men, and carried away 
the rear guard In their rush. 

"Wednesday settled the fate of Ab- 
dullah's ormy. His force could no 
longer fight It hod neither ammuni- 
tion for tho guns nor food to sustain 
the soldiers. Their pitiable plight 
brought to light overy moment the hid- 
eous defects of tho Turkish Army or- 
gonlzatlon. It hod occupied ^ho cap- 
ital lines of battle with a gr#at flour- 
ish of trumpets, but It wa» III pro- 
pared for tho, Hurculean taek before 
It of conquering tho highly trained 
and eOlclent Bulgarians."

Insects of the gronnry are much 
more easily kept out then put out 
All places where groin or any of Ub 
products are stored shoultf, above all 
thlnge, bo kept olean— not merely ai>- 
porenty clean, but actually so. Crocks 
In tho walls and floors, for exampjo. 
may seem to be clean when sv.'epl 
over, but may really be filled with 
dust of grain and similar debris and 
thus become a breeding place for a 
number of gronary insects. Storage 
rooms and bin* should. In fact, be so 
constructed as to be free from cracks, 
the wollB, floor and ceUliig smooth 
and everything solid and snug. No 
rubbish of any kind should be allowed 
to Qccumulate either In the building 
or on tho adjacent premises. Every- 
thing should bo done also to keep In- 
eecta out of tho atorohoune. Groin 
should bo brought In from the field os 
Eoon 08 possible, since the longer It la 
exposed after ripening tho more like- 
ly Is It to become Infested by the 
Angoumola grain moth, the rice-weevll 
and some other species. If found in- 
fested when brought in from the fleld, 
It should at onco be fumigated with 
carbon blaulfld in a room especially 
constructed for tho purpose. In the 
management of mills, returned bog- 
ging, second-hand machinery and tho 
like should be carefully Inspected or, 
better, regularly fumigated, 

Tho more Important special raeos- 
urcB which used alone or In combi- 
nation may prevent Infestation by 
granary pests, may be described ob 
follows: 



1. Small grain should be threshed 
and stored as soon after ripening as 
poHBlble. Wheat should bo harvested 
and threshed directly from the flhock 
It practicable, but If stacked, should 
not atond In the fleld longer than Is 
absolutely necessary. 

2. The place Intended for the rfloep- 
tion of a crop should bo thoroughly 
cleaned out some time In advance, and 
If thoro la reason to suppose that It 
has contained granary pests, It should 
bo fumigated with sulphur. Complete 
protection ugalnst weevils requires 
that rooms for groin should be mode 
tight with windows screened and 
doors close-flttlng, and also that they 
should bo cool ond dry. With proper 
care and some additional expense, any 
such structure can be made gas tight 
and suitable for tho fumigation of Us 
cbnterits with carbon blsulfld. but the 
need of thorough ventilation should 
not bo left out of account 

3. if it were possible to dry groin 
from the field artificially at a tempera- 
ture of 125 degrees F. for four or five 
hours, all Insects would be killed and 
groin could then be stored In a Uio^ 
oughly clean and tight ploco and 
safely left until needed for* shipment 
or use. Corn which has been shelled 
dry and sacked Is much safer than 
that left on tho ear, whether with or 
without husks. Grain stored for seed 
should bo dried artificially, since It 
not only keeps better and germinates 
more generally but It also la less li- 
able to be eaten by such Insects as de- 
vour tho kernel. 

4. FarmorB, seedsmen and mllleri 
in buying grain, should make sure that 
It Is free from Insects.

Tho number of cattle in various 
countries In proportion to population 
Is BhQwn graphically In the diagram. 
Both beef, milk and draft cattle are 
represented In this diagram. It is Im- 
possible to differentiate sharply be- 
tween special-purpose beef cattle and 
others, since milk and draft cattlo aro 
usually used ultimately as beef, 

Tho large relative numbers of cat- 
tle In South American countries, Aus- 
tralia and Canada, are explained by 
tho small population of these coun- 
tries In proportion to their vast areas, 
lu Denmark, on tho other hand. Ib 
found a large number of cattlo per 
capita together with a dense popula- 
tion, duo to tho systemoilc develop- 
ment of Intonsivo dairying. The sup- 
ply of cattlo In the United States Is 
greater In proportion to population 
than ia that of most European coun- 
tries in which ngrlculture Is a leading 
Industry. Excepting Denmark wo 
havo moro than twice tho number of 
cattle per capita found In any Euro' 
pean country for which statistics are 
available. This In part explains Uie 
large export trade In beef cattlo and 
beef which we maintained until re- 
cently, but which Ib now rapidly de- 
clining. ^. . 
It has been asserted by somo tnoi 
as population becomes more dense 
llvcBtock production must gradually 
be^' abandoned In order to render a 
larger proportion of the grain and 
vegetable products directly available

for human food. It Is also believed by 
many fomiers that It Is ImposBlblo, 
under normal conditions, to raise or 
feed cattlo on land worth $100 to $200 
per acre. Whether theso statements 
ore warranted may be determined In 
a general way by observing the number 
of cattlo In proportion to population 
In various countries at different stages 
of their history.' 

Evidently a dense population and on 
intensive system of agriculture do not 
necesBorily Involve a decrease In the 
cattle-ralBlng industry; but, on tho 
other hand. It appears to Increase. 
Only In Holland, whore tho cattle are 
chielly of tho dairy typo, ia a relative 
dccreaBo noted, and this Is so slight as 
to be considered Insignificant. In gen- 
oral, the value of land Increases moro 
or less directly In proportion to tho 
incr/iase in pspuUtlon. from which it 
Ib apparent that cattle raising hau 
not been found Incompatible with 
high-priced land In tho countrlea ropre- 
aentod above. 



Burned Lime Injures Soil. 

"Do you advise the uao of burned 
lime?"

Laws Govern Austrian Service. 
A new law for lower Austria, con- 
taining various regulations concerning 
servants, has gone Into f<^rce, replao- 
Ing one over a century old.
